Cubans, have very good maps of the 
roads and dofonccs of the city. Much 
information lias boon obtainotl from 
Spanish iiacificos who have slip|>od out 
of the city aud given them.selves up iu 
the hope of getting food. They report 
great starvation and distress in t?autiugo 
de Cuba. They say the Spanish troops 
are on short rations and that all the sui)- 
plies are being held for their use. The 
sick in the hospitals, the pacilieos also 
say, are sulTering from wan'; ot food and 
they ri'port that 77 Spaniards were Ivill- 
ed and S!) wounded as the result of the 
oiigagenieut of Friday hist with- Colonel 
Wood's anil Col. Vouiig's command. 

Till' most startling iuformation obtain- 
ed from the paeilieos is that siiiee the 
ailvaiiee began almost tiO,(K)0 Siianish 
soldiers have arrived at Santiago de Cu- 
ba. This statement is made on the 
authority of General Lawton and he is 
also of the opinion tha,t General Pnndo 
may be able to effect a junction with 
General Linares at Santiago de Cuba. 

QJIiere are two forts of considerable 
importance within the Spauisli lines — 
Punta Blanco at the' southern end of the 
bay, and Santa Drsalia at the southeast 
corner. On the road to C'aney to the 
north is another fort. There are about 
-inO men in each ot these fortifications 
iind stretching tiround the whole city 
are nine barbed wire fences lifly yards 
apart, while just inside of these are 
lines of rille pits, (lutside to the east 
uliout two miles beyond tlu' .Vmerican 
ontjiosts is a line of entrenchments ex- 
tending from the northern e.xtremity of 
the city to the Morro Castle, a little west 
of south at !L distance of iihout seven 
miles from General Lawtoii's hcad- 
quart/>rs, lies Morro Castle. The road 
to witliin a few hundred yards of the 
batteries nt the rear of Morro was re- 
conaoitered yesterday afternoon by Gen-

.Spanish Governor Ueporfs Increasiii 
Difliculties, But Will Kiglrt to the 
Ijast E.vtroiuity. 

Madrid, Juno 28.— The government has 
received the following despatch from 
Capt. (Jeneral Augustiii, dated from 
-Manila on .luiie 2:5: "The situation is 
still grave. 1 continue to maintain my 
position inside the lino of blockhouses, 
but the enemy is increasing in number 
as the rebels occupy the provinces, wliicli 
are surreiidering. Torrential rains are 
inundating the entreuclinienlH, endanger 
ing them and making the work of defence 
dilllcult. The number of sick among 
the trooiis is increasing, making the sit- 
uation very distressing and causing iu- 
eieased desertions of the native soldiers. 
It is estimated that the insurgents num- 
ber 30,000 aniiod with rilles ami 100,000 
armed with swords,, etc. . . . 

"Agunaldo has summoned me to sur- 
lender, but I have treated his proposals 
Willi disdain^-for I am nesolved to main- 
tain the sovereign^- of Spain and the 
honor of the flag to the last extremity. 
I luive over one thousand sick and 20(1 
wounded. The citadel bus been invaded 
b.v Ihe suburban inhabitants who lia.-e 
abandoned their homes owing to the bar- 
barity of tlie rebels. These inhabitants 
(oiistitute an embarnissn-.eiit nggravat- 
tlie situation in view of Ihe bombard- 
ment, which however, is not seriously ap- 
prelu nded for the momer.t. 

"The governor of the Yiscayas and 
Minandao ishiiids cables that he has ile- 
feate<l the insurgents in an engagenienl 
during which Chief .\uce, Aguimiido's 
repri'sentative. was killed. He adds that 
tramnulily now prevails throughout 
these ishinds and he further a;!serts that 
the princijial .Mtilay chiefs of the Mind- 
ianao group declare they desire to light 
on the side of the Spaniards." 

Madrid, Juno 27.— Advices from Ma- 
nila state that Captain-General Augiis- 
ti's family are still in tlie hands of the 
insurgents. General Pena, with a 
thousand soldiers has surrendered. His 
Idiers. most of whom were natives, 
joined the insurgents. A majority of 
the defacliiueiits in the island of Luzon 
have surrenderoti, owing to their lack of 
food, though some sueeooded in csenp- 
ing. Numerous Spaniards, iucluding.the 
Governor of Batnnnga, Ijaguiia t\n<\ Mii- 
lacan, have taken refuge at Cavite. The 
rebels who are besieging ^laiiila exceed 
,0(10 men. The city is completely iso- 
lated and the arrival of the Spanish 
i|uadron is anxiously awaited for. Small 
ebel craft navigate the bay conveying 
prisoners to t^avite. 

Washington. .Inne 2S. — The uiuler- 
sttuidiiig at the war dep:irlment is that 
the total number of regulars and voluii- 
(I'ers which will be despatcdied to Manila 
in coinmund of Major-Geueral Merritt 
will approximate 21,000 men. Of these 
10,000 already have left San Franelsctv 
and the fourth expedition to the Philip- 
pines is scheduled to start somewhere bol 
twien the Oth and 10th of July. The 
liflli and jirobably the last of the scries 
of expeditions the officials bow hope to 
see' launched on its way by the 1st of 
August. I

Washington, June 28.— At the conclus- 
ion of to-day's cabinet meeting it was 
stated that the work of supplying Com- 
modore W^af.sou's squadron with ammuni- 
tion, coal ;tnd piovisions, preparatory to 
its departure for Spain was iirogressiuf^ 
satisfactorily and that in all probability 
tlie squadron would be ready to sail ia 
tlie course of the next four or five days. 
The impix'ssiou which seems to prevail 
some quiirters, that tlie sending of 
tills lleot to Spain is intended solely to 
prevent Admiral Camara from going to 
the Philip])iiie;i, is said to be erroneous 
and th.at tliere is no (iiiestioii tliat it 
has been considered for some time. The 
fi.xed intention of the goverumont, it is 
said, is to send the vessels to Spanish 
home waters, whether Oamara's licet pro- 
ceed^ to the Philippines or not If it 
returns and comes withhi striking dis- 
tance of Commodore Watson's iiowerful 
squadron, it is conlideiitly expected by 
the President and the members of the 
cabinet that it will be crushed, thus ut- 
terly destroying Spanish [lower on the 
sea. Should it: contimie its course to 
I\Ia,iiila -Admiral Dewey's squadron is re- 
garded as iibuudaiitly able to protect 
itself. 

The arrival at Jlaiiila of the Iransjiorl.s 
with tro<ips from San l''nuicisco ha.s not 
been ■•ep<irted nor is the news e.\])ecteol 
for some days.

GERMANS AT MANILA. 

Marines Likely to I>and, But Thai 
Would Have Ifo Political Signi- 
ficance. 

London, June 29. — The Berlin corres- 
pondent ot tlBO Daily News says: "The 
following seinl-oiDciiU not been published, 
apparently with the object of preparing 
the world for the binding ot German 
iiiariiies at Manila:

I'rii-ate l.aciile, id' the Kingston Koyal 
Canadian Artillery with the Viikoii force, 
is repm-ted lo have died eii route. Pri- 
vate ('liestiiiiire's life was also despaired 
(d' at till! time of writing. 
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with supplies lioili of amniunition and 
provisions is anxiously awaileil. The na- 
tives have made themselves useful by 
providing the lleet with fruit, which of 
course has been very aecept a ble. 

The best of feeling exists between tlie 
Amerieaiis and the natives. The organ- 
i/.atiou of tlu' latter is being rapidly pro- 
ei-eded with by (ieiieral Agilimildo, who 
has gathered several thousands of them 
ia and arouml Cavite. As yet only bi - 
tween l.tHKl and ,"),000 are provided with 
rilles. One day last week they captured 
a <oiiple of bullock carts filled with 
rilles, etc., from the Spiuihirds. 

The Spanish govemmeut in die I'lul- 
ipiiiiies have tried hard to wean Agiiiii 
iildo and his followers from their al'leg- 
iaiiee to the Americans. Soon after 
Aguinaldo arrived the >^overnor-getieral 
sent a eouide of .Icf iiit priests lo him and 
[innui.sed him all the reforms he asked 
for, ineludiiig auloiioniy tor his penple, 
also endeavoring to buy him over to their 
side. Aguinaldo iu ri'piy said he had laid 
down his anus oue.e before when the 
government made exactly the same prom- 
ises. They, however, did not carry out 
one of their promises and only handed 
ever half the luouey iiromised them for 
laving down their .arms, lie accordingly 
declined to negoliati! any more. UmU- 
lerred by this refusal, the next day the 
governor-general sent a couple uf wealthy 
natives— members of the provisional 
eoiiueil which has been formed— 1( 
.Vgiiiiialdo. They entreated him as Fit 
ippinos not to array himself usainst 
".Most Christian Spain" 4iiul on the side 
of those opposcHl to him iu religion. .\gui 
ualdo, however, rcfuse<l to converse with 
them on the subject. He informed them 
that he hail allowed the .lesuit priests 
to leturii, but he did not intend to treat 
tl-.em in the same way. No barn, should 
befal them, hut for making freasioiabh! 
pnipus;iis to him he should ;let4un them 
until tin." end of the war, when tli.-y 
would be tried by process of hlw. 'J"he 
felliiwiim day two more native niembe.-s 
of the provisioiKil council arrived, think- 
dig uo doubt that im account of the non- 
arrival of the others thei;- pnipositions 
were being entertained. These also v 
placed under arrest, and Aguinaldo 
l.iriueil the governor-general that if he 
wished to quarter the whole of the pr 
visioiuil council on hiiu he was well able 
lo take care of tiiem, 

Tlie Siiaiiisli government seid; to curry 
favor with the u.atives by iiiaking Uiem 
governors <if pro\inces, the Spanninb 
who held the posts having been with 
drawn and bestowing upmi them the 
litle of colonel. A Kilippilio has been 
made -overnor of Cavite province on the 
;inilerst,auiling that he is to protect that 
side of Manila frimi attack against any 
tone Aguinaldo might, bring against hini. 
I'lie provincial governor, howi?ver, seat 
bini word that he did not want any 
trouble, and accordingly withdraw -what 
troops be had and went to the other side 
fit the district. 

Some little excitement was can 
Cavite mi the evening id' the 2(llh of 
Mav bv ;i report thai the Spaniard 
conii'iMplated an attack on the city, and 
in eouseipience the .\merieaiis held them- 
selves ill readiness lo i-epiilse the attack 
the Callao being iilaeed in such a po 
sitioii that she could sweep with hei 
guns the narrow need; of land between 
Cavite ami Manila. The evioiing passed 
olT, however, without incident. On the 
iii'-'ht of the tlud-e was some mus 

ketrv tiring, but a couple of shots from 
the McCuimeh put a stop to iv. 

In addition to the hospitals at present 
in existence at Cavite Admiral Dewey 
proposes to establish a naval" hospital 
there. So far there has been a remark- 
able absence of sickness in the fleet. 
As an instance •\vc may mention tluit 
out of the 400 and odd men on the Bal 
timoro not one is laid up. Indeed 
ihroughout the whole lleot there are only 
between 30 and -10 on the si(dv list. 

^Vllell the /aliro left Cavite none of 
the Kritish resiilenis at .Manila had 
availeil Ihemselves of the iiermission tic 
corded them by Admiral Dewey to re 
move lo Cavite. Apiiareiitly Manila i 
a more desirable Jilace of ri'sideiice than 
('avile. and the British resiilenis -will 
probably not remove until the last mo- 
ment. 

For some roiison or other it bus been 
given out as a fact that the r.;illiniore 
sulTercil severely during the naval b.ittle, 
one Spanish repoid going to far as to 
stale that she was so ridddled with shot 
that the .\mericaiis scuttled her. Con- 
sul Williams infoi-ms us, however, thai 
bevoml the tearing up of some of the 
.dijipers (causing some of the erew to 
receive llesli wounds) by a five-inch shell 
the Haltimore sustained no damage, 
whilst some of the vessels were abso 
liitely untouched. The Petrel though 
the siiueiest fighter in the fleet, was 
among the hitler. 

Alluding to the reported court marliiil 
ling of the Spanish Admiral. Omsiil Wil- 
liiims remarked: "I do not believe it 
l.asi week he was out driving and seem 
I'd all right, and I cannot think tin 
charge is a serious one. As a matter of 
fact he does not deserve to be court 
marl tailed. He fought bravely. If he 
had not been a brave man he would not 
liiive tackled us a second time, after the 
severe drnhbing we gave him befm'C wiy 
stopped for breakfast." . 

Consul Williams hail not heard of the 
ciiptain of the CTillao being shot yet. He 
sfiys there is great imligmilion felt to- 
wards liini in Manila and there is a ile- 
maiid I hat he shall he executed, but he 
cannot think the demand will. be acceded 
to, as it would have bfecti madncss 'for 
hiiii to take any other course than he 
did. 

.\notl>er interc8tin& interview was ob- 
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tainod froth a Manila merchant. Mr. P., 
who loft the island on account of the 
disturbances. 

"Not only tlie inhtibitiints but the 
Spiuiisli soldiers are considerably pinched 
for food,"' says Mr. 1'. ' The poor sol- 
diers are very badly treat.'.' indeed. It 
is a pity to se> them L'oiug about tlie 
streets, as it is appa.ifut to anyone that 
they do not gee any thing like enough 
fcod. All they get is a. little rice and 
some dried fish, which is doled out to 
them with a niggard hand. Of coil/su 
they cannot iiflord to biiy fresli lish, it in 
so very dear.' A, small fish, which used 
to cost five or six cents ia dozen now costs 
as much as 30 or 60 cents for one, whilst 
old salt 'beef— black uns.ivory looking 
stuff— is sold alt ijil. 75 per pound. Small 
bony chicliens arc reulisiiig %\ or eacli, 
people being glad to got them for that 
sum. Thefts of food by the ;iatives are 
of daily occurrence. The plan adopted 
is lo go into ;i provision shop :inil ask 
for so nnudi rice, and as :;oon :!s it. has 
been ^^eighed out the nalive' grabs it and 
is (Hit of the shop ninl aw,iy befoii' the 
niil'ortuiuite vendor can regain his proo-l 
erty. 

"Only the other week the Amei-ici us i 
SI. ;;:ed two vessels which \ver>- !-, ailed 
■with food for Alaiiila. Tiiey also pni-- 
( liiise ;ill the fiesh l:s!i ,>bieli ilie natives 
catch iu the 'ii..! :bor, with the result that 
v hen the naliv-.s return, to the city with 
empty boats they have to hiveiit all kinds 
of excuses for having come ashore 
empty handed." 

"I hoar that the volunteers are 
threatening to seize the stores beeause 
thej' cttu get no payV" 

"Ye.'<, and no wonder, for they have 
been very badly treated by the Spanish 
authorities. They \Vere promised food, 
elothingj and good pay, and as niaiiy of 
them belonged to Ihe' poorer class who 
find it dillieiilt to get bold id" enough to 
eat to keep body and soul together, they 
thonglit that by offering their services 
they would at any rate be sure of gidtiiig 
on'ie food. They have, however, bail to 
liiid their own clothing and fooil, anil 
have not received a cent of jiiiy. 

"Some Tiki or SDH ('hiiiese who were 
iniliiceil to join till' army by a promise 
that Ibey should rei-eive a dollar a day 
have been similarly ileceivcil. 'I'hey gel 
no i>ay whatever, and are kept hard at 
work night and day cleaning tiie guns, 
anil as lliey do not get enough to eat. 
they are dying like flies." 

"What about the preparations for the 
defence of the city"/" | 
"Well, Rometbing is beinsr done, but 
in the past everything has been so sadly 
neglected that it will be impossible to 
make up the delicieiu'ies in time. The 
caniKMi, for iiislaiiee, include .some ovi'r 
a hundred years old which have a coat- 
ing id' rust inches deep. A eolomd of ar- 
tillery to whom these were handed over 
for the defence of the city in despair 
took bis own life. 

House robberies have also begun to 
be very freqiient ami they are mostly 
yei'liel rated by si>rvanls. The latter 
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Is what one of our custorners ' 
wanted, a few days ago, for 
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\<OVlM LlKl'l I'OSrriOX as clerk Iu gro- 
cery and provision stine; veal's' experi- 
ence; will do teaming, farming, carpeu- 
terliig, etc. Honest, sober, hidustrlous.

Of course w(? seiz- 
ed him uiid delivered him over to the 
authorities, who, however, released him 
at the end of 'Jl hours notwithstanding 
the fact that we caught him in the act.

"The same thing is going on in Cavite.

"Himdreds of people now in Manila 
would only be too glad to get out if there 
was a vessel to tiike them. Some people 
wimld gladly pay .'s.'idl) or for a

"There was some talk of his being 
transported to the Carolines, and 1 did 
hear, but I cannot say whether it is true 
or not, that he has committed suicide."

MiJRRITT'S PBOOLAMATION. 

It Will be a Message of Freedom to the 
People of the Philippines. 

San Francisco, June 28.— -Gen. Merritt 
who will sail from this port at ten 
o'clock to-morrow and assume his duties 
as governor of the Philippine Islands, 
has prepared a proclamation which will 
be issued immediately after his arrival 
at Manila. He o.xpecls to enter the city 
without serious resistance but in case of 
necessity is prciiared to use both the 
naval and military forces at his com- 
mand to take possession of the iihii-e. 
The ploclainutioii has been translated in- 
to Spanish and many thousand e(Ji)ies 
will bo circulated. It will announce to 
the people of the islands that General 
Merrilt is the representative of the 
United States, has established a provis- 
ional government and hi sautliority must 
be respected. At the same time lie will 
assure the inhabitants that he conies nut 
to oppress but to free them. They are 
to be granted the fullest liberty compat- 
ible with the preaervance of order, and 
all personal and property rights are to 
be respected.

In Kng- 
land the land Is held In freehold, and 
copyhold In .Scotland; by feu holding In 
country dlstrl<-ts, for a fen duty, and by 
burgage liiddliigs In cities, for a L'round 
rental— both annual payments. This cii- 
nbles a purchaser to acquire the ground 
ab.sohitelv for an annutil. pnymeut. In phici' 
of buying outright; It la no tax; It simply 
iiieuiis that. In place of jiaylng a large sum 
for a piece of gioiiiid, he agrees to jiiiy 
J earlv a certain sum, and In the charter 
from "the owner there Is generally a clause 
of which he can take advantage anil ri'- 
deem the aniiUMl payment and lii'come the 
proprietor In fee, umler the Crown. 

The writer further states: "Cases are 
of constant oc'ciirreiiee where oi-ciiplers 
have greatly Improved the property, at 
Iheir own expenst', of course, and the feu 
dutv has been Ininiedlately advanced to 
double Its original figure. Are we going to

Mr, D. W. Hig{;iiis is spinning fiiii'y 
taloH to die electors of Esquiiuult over 
the 10. & N. niilwii v. wliicli he hiis recent 
ly (liseovered iifl'ords reason for the de- 
feiit of the Hon. Mr. Turner. When Uii 
H. & N. niihvtiy proiwsltioii was before 
the people of British Columbia Mr. Tur 
iier wii-s not in i)ulilii' life. l)ut Mr. Tli^- 
},'in.s was, in the sense iliat lie was eilLlor 
oi; the Uolonist, tiikint; a vigorous share 
in the discussion of ail questions' then 
before tlie voters. He was .an ardent ail 
vocate of the eonstriietion of this road 
upon its present terms, anil did niucli 
through Ills newspaper to secure its eon 
' struction. His nrticles upon the defeat 
oC tlio project in its initial stage Iiav 
singular reseuiblanee to some of the things 
he is saying now^ii-days. For instam 
in speaking oi' the government for having 
led Id the dtM'eat of l lie bill in tlie session 
of 1881, he nMers to them as the "Kii 
Van Winkle of .liinies' l.ay," and say> 
that tlioy ought to give way to "live 
wide-awake men." .Mr. lliggins <'onld 
not lind langnagi' too strong to be usiil 
ill expressing his opinions in regard lu 
the advantages of the seheuie under 
which the railway was eonstrncted or tlie 
liuMi who were oppos,eil to it. In the Col 
oiiist of December :>1, ISS:.', Mr. lliggins 
s.iid, "As for the railway, the only hope 
of getting it lies in displacing tlie present 
premier, whose deadly hostility to the 
great v'ork was plainly manifesti'd la.-.t 
EOssion, and sub.stitmiiig for him a man 
who has a higher object in taking oilie 
than tlic salary which attaches to the pi 
Bltion." This is tolerably strong langu.ig 
to use in defensi.- of a policy whii h Mr. 
lliggins now condemns in every corner 
Of tlie Esuuinialt di.strict. On every oe 
civsion In wliieh the railway came up fm 
discussion we find tlio Colonist employ 
tag strong language in its support and 
in many cases, bitter invective against 
those who were 0|)posiiig it. If there were 
features of the sclieiuo which were objc:'- 
ticnable, then win the time for Mr. llig 
gins- to have iiointeil them out. If tin 
riiilway could 'have beeji obtained on 
iimre favorable terms, Mr. lliggins 
should then .have indicated wli it ill 
tei Jiis wore. If he says that he believeii 
he was right in urging the construction 
• f the road tit that time, and tli.it so ur- 
gent was the iiecesrit.v fur it: felt to in 
that llie people wimv not ilis|ioseil to bi 
loo critical as to the coaditiuiis insiste-1 
upon by the company, wo would not bi 
disposed to qnarrel witli this explanatioM 
of his coni'se: we wnald simidy ask wh,\ 
the ^aine degree of cun.qdi'ral.iim should 
not be extended to the ministry wliicli 
coiisnniniated the bargain so heartily cii 
(•orseil by Jlr. lliggins; :ind wo would 
faitlii'i- ask why Mr. Turner, who at tliat 
lime was a jirivate citizen, should be as 
sailed because Mr. lliggins and hi 
friends did not make a better bargain fo 
the lu'ovince. 

As I'lir tlu' railwa.v itself and the terms 
il|ii>ii u hirh it was Imill.some i-"o|de si 
to lose siglit of till- fart that the bariiaiii 
Mas not made between l!ie company and 
the provincial govi'riiment, but betweei 
the c<nupany and tlw Dominion govern 
laeiit. The province gave the land to 
the government to be use 1 in seciiiiny 
tlie i-imslMii-lion i.f the railway. Tin 
terms ,iiiiim which the roail was built 
were settled at Ottawa, not at Victorii 
rience. if there is anything irksome in 
the rondilions of the contract red; 
can only lie obtained fi-oni Ottawa, and 
it is [lerfectly idle for anyone to ask that 
tlie (luestion shall be r(?-opened in tin 
provincial legislature, for that body has 
no pinvcr left it in the premises. This 
phase of the ipieslion is one wliii-h the 
stiuatters should not forget. It is quit'; 
true that a so-eallcd commissioner came 
down from Ottawa and expressed his 
opinion that the provincial government 
ought to do something for the siinatteri 
hut the power responsible for the injus- 
tice to tlie siiuatters is the Dominion 
government: and if redress is to be ob 
tilined from any iniarter that is tlu 
source whence it should l oiiie. The beue- 
\oloiice of tie.' Ottawa authoril ies in sug- 
gesting thai '.he province should redress 
a wrong wliich it did not comuiit, and for 
which tlie Dominion as a whole is re- 
sponsible, is of a kind which is not ex- 
actly unique but is iml wliidly disinlcre^l- 

eil. If wi-ong ha?, b i done lo anyone 

Iiy the terms of the K. & X. railway 
graiiS, Mr. Turner has no respansibllity 
ill the premises and the fault lies at the 
door of the Dominion government and 
gentlemen, who, like Mr. lliggins, aided 
in carrying the bargain Uiruugh. 
• SOME ONE MUST GET THEM. 

The Kaniloops .Standard very justly 
observes that some one must get rail- 
way cliartcrs if railways arc to be built 
liy any one except the government. This 
fipems' liife' a needless remark, but it is 
not, for the opposition do half their talk- 
ing because charters thai have been 
granted to various individuals. If a 
number of per-soiis think they, can put 
througii a railway project and come to 
the legislature Cor a charter, they at once 
become from the opposition standpoint, 
that is the British Columbhi opposition, 
(he enemies of lh(> province, who may be 
justly abused with any assortment of 
epithets which the ingenuity oC their as- 
snilauts cah devise. Yet if no one receiv- 
ed charters, no one would build railways. 
Take a case to which the opposition are 
never lireil of referring, tliat of the B- 
C. Southern. Col. Dakcr. who when he 
cuuic to this province from England, was 



a man of considerable means, looked the 
country over to . discover, a place Avhere 
he could Invest with a reasonable pros- 
pect of a fair prolit. lOveii inemhcrs of 
the opposition will concede that there 
was nothing wrong in that. They will 
admit that the more people who come to 
this province from England with money 
and seek opportunities to invest it pro- 
fitably here, the better we are all pleas- 
ed. AVe have not observed any disposi- 
tion oven on tlie part of the opposition 
to refuse to assist Englishmen with 
money I'n obtaining prgperty in exchange 
for it. 

Col. Baker in the course of his en- 
quiries and journeylngs was much im- 
pressed with South East Kootenay. He 
was one of tlio few people in the world, 
who wore far-sighted enough to see that 
tills little esteemed part of the province 
was likely to become a seat of prosper- 
ity. There were promising indications 
ol' coal there, and he bought some coal 
lands from the Crown, paying llierel'or 
his good ICuglish money. He bought 
them just the s.ime as any one else could 
have bought them at the time. There 
was surely uolhing wrong in this. Trob- 
ably the majority of iieople, who heard 
of his purchase at tlu- time, wondered 
why he should sink his nionej- in stub 
a remote corner of the province. Even 
those persons who have come to the 
province lu recent years have heard op- 
Iionents of the government give this very 
investment as one of their reasons f 
thinking Col. Baker not a lit man to hold 
office, which they said showed that In 
did not know how to take care of lii.- 
own money. Certainly there is nothing 
wrong in a man's using bis own mor.iM 
to buy coal lands in any part of the 
province in accordance with the laws in 
such case made and provided. This h 
just what Col. Baker did. 

Col. Baker having invested in coal and 
otlier lands saw that, to make his invest 
ment profitable, a railway was necessary 
and ho Was able to induce some frien b 
to unite with him in apjilying for a char 
ter. It was granted. There was siirel.i 
nothing wrong in this. Most peopli 
would think it a very praiseworthy act 
lie and his friends asked the legislatun 
for a land sulisidy. Were tliey wrong ii 
this? The government of the day am 
the legislature did not think so; nor ili 
the people at large apiiear to have raisei 
any protest. The general impression wa: 
that i.f a railway could be secured 
through Southern British Columbia by 
giving a lanii subsidy, it w.as a good 
stroke of business on the part of th 
province. So Col. Baker and his friend 
became possessed of a railway cliarte 
and a land subsidy, and thereupon they 
attempted to lloat Iheir enterprise, but 
a'llhough they expenili-il a good deal o 
money in surveys and in other direction 
the.projoct hung lire. Men with mone; 
sufflcietit to build railways had not a 
much faith in the coniitry as Col. Bake 
and his associates, and the mailer rested 
until tln,^ mining development in Wesleri 
Kootenay, largely during Col. Baker's re 
gime as Chief Commission of tlio mining 
departuieut. made it important lo gel 
the coal of the Crow's Nest Pass lo thi 
smelters. Then the Canadian racitii 
stepped in, took the charter oil Col. Bak 
(?r's liands. obtained additional assistance 
from tile Dominion and set about bnilil 
ing the roail. So that after many years 
Col. Baker sees a beginning of the devel 
opment in South East Kootenay wlii' h 
he foresaw when he ivent into the dis 

trict as a |ii er. is there anytliiiii 

wrong in all this? If so what is wrung' 
Is not this record just such a record a: 
ICnglishmen .are making in all parts o 
the world'/ Is not this the sort of pio 
neer work that Englishmen do and by 
which the Empire of Britain has bi 
developed '.' 

Bat it so liappeiicd that Col. Itakcr's 
neighbors in South East Kootenay 
thought he would be a good man to rep 
resent them in the legislature. T>ii(i 
themselves he was a jiioneer. He bad 
shown his faith in the ilislrici by invest 
lag his moiie.v there. So when he ex 
pressed his willingness to serve them in 
the legislature they elected him. During 
llie lime thai be occupied a seat in the 
house as a private mcmtior, the ehartei 
for the B. C. Sontbern was several times 
the subject of vole. Col. Baker was al- 
ways careful to tell the house that In 
was interested in the company and did 
not feel that he should vote on such 
occasions, and always withdrew. Was 
thi'i-e anylliing wrong in this'.' 1 1' so 
in what does it consist'.' It is not triii 
that on countless occasions meniliers ol 
the legislalnre have sat in the house in 
this province and every other proviie'c .-if 
Caniiila and in the |iarliainent of Canada 
and of the United Kingdom and votci! 
upon measures In which they had a di- 
rect ftiianeial interest? 

Later Col. Baker entered the provin- 
cial governineiil ; hnl mil any of Ihe in- 
terests wliitdi he now liolds or ever did 
hold in South East Kootenay in the coal 
lands, niilwny charter or ranch lands 
wei-e obtained by him after he accepted a 
portfolio. Did he do wrong in accept- 
ing a portfolio? Has nny man yet dar- 
ed to insinuate that he ever .employed his 
official position to his personal advant- 
age? 

AVe have selected the case of (!ol. Bak- 
!• because it is a consiiicuous one, and 
■e take it for the purpose of illiistrating 
ow utterly hollow is the opposition cry 
u'alast Ihe men who by their energy and 
iresight have secured the coiistriicti in 
r railways through this province. To be 
lentined willi a great public enterprise 
suflleieiit to render a man aMarget for 
the annrchists of Un- opposition pre;<s.

Death of Capt. G. X. Gridley, Com- 
mander of the United States 
Ship Olympia. 

The IOni[iress of ('liina which arrived 
yesterday from the Orient brought par- 
ticulars of the death of Capt. G. V. 
trridley, commander of the L'. S. .S. 
01ympi:L. Capt. Gridley, tiltliougli ill, 
was on his vessel at tiie time of the en- 
gagement at Manila, after which he 
was coniiielled lo ri-limpiish his coni- 
iiianil, iind going to Hongkong took jias- 
sage on the steamer Coptic for San 
l''rancisco. He continued to suffer, se- 
verely iind wlicii the steamer was be- 
tween Nagasaki and Kobe exiiired. His 
remains wore taktui to Yokohama for 
burial, and most unposing funeral ser- 
vices were conducted, there being a very 
large attendance of officials and civili- 
ans. 

At Kobe on Juno 2 some two hundred 
swords and spears, wliicli were aliiiut to 
be shipped to America, were seized by 
the authorities, as contraband of war. 
'i'he Yokohama jiiipers suggest that an 
investigation will prove that the "arms" 
were btdng cxpnftcd as curios. 

The steamer Labuan recently arrived 
at Yokohama with another six thous- 
and tons of Carilill coal, making liU,OUU 
tons now on iiaiid there. 

A big fire occurred at Naoezu, Japan, 
on June 5, destroying 1.7811 hijiises, r>2 
gi.iloiiins, ;!0 barns, 7 Buddhist temples, 
two shrines, the city ollices, a hospital 
;uid a newspaper ollice. Six men were 
burULHi to death and 20 severely injured. 
Only 1-10 houses were left standing. 

The Hongkong plague returns show 
that since Jamiiirv 1 there have been 
1,'210 ca.ses and 1,07-1 deaths. 

News was received at Hongkong of 
the looting and burning of the American 
mission at Tongchow, near Wuchow. 
There was no news of any members of 
the mission being killed and it is 
thought that they escaped in boats.

iUBtuuU of Buuh experluieuta with the 
provlucu aud Its credit uud resources, tlie 
government jiroposed a distinct and dellnlto 
liollcy, tbe wisdom ol! wldeb liad been ubuu- 
daiitly iiroved by pioUtabIc experience, 
a Urst and loundatUm plank came Ihe de- 
>eloi)meiiL of llie country by means of 
railways, roads, trails, brUl^'es and .surveys, 
'i'licn caaa.' edncallon, Ibe aduilnlslrallon 
oi; Justice, agricultural cxpausloii and main- 
teiiauce of provincial credit— tbe lalter be- 
ing the eugiue worklug the entire luacblu- 
ery of the eouutry, aud making possible 
tlie earrylug out of public works essential 
to further progress. 

Bach of these points of policy was then 
taken up, with railway mutters lli'st. It 
was shown how, through tbe jiollcy of the 
present administration, consirnction liad 
been secured of upwards of ."Od miles of 
railway, while the Crow's Nest line was 
now fast approaching completion, work 
was going on on the Coliniibia >S: Western 
road from Itobson, and the conino-'tlnf,' line 
from I'eutlctoii into the lioiuul.-uy coanlry. 
these couuectiug llne.< formluK a dire 
route, via Slcumous, to ihe Okanaran val- 
ley dUd the coast. Arrangements had also 
Just been completed for the carrying out 
o( the direct road from I'cutictoii to the 
coast, nnd two parties of surveyors liuU 
this week taken the Held to locate the Hue, 
aud OIK" party would shortly be on the 
south side of the river at Chliliwack. The 
flrst mentioned of these undertakings 
would be completed within the present 
year; the others would be rushed to com- 
pletion with all speed couslateut with 
good work. 

With regard to the Teslln lake or Yukon 
railway, tlien' Imd beeu some delay In the 
carrying of the project to a satisfactory 
conclusion, chlelly through the failure 
the Dominion goverumeut to carry out Its 
contemplated measure of assistance to tin 
road. Arrangements were, however, mak- 
ing that would secure the carrying out of 
that portion of the road from the Stiklii 
river north at a v(,'ry early date, whlii' the 
Kecllon to a IJrltish Columbia seaport 
would stand over for a time, and tiu; pros 
cut cougestlou be relieved by tbe making 
of a good wagon road immediately, that 
would at the same time provide employ 
iiient for the army of north-bound pros 
pcctors cauip,ed along the route and eager 
to get through into the gold country. 

The general results of the railway policy 
of the government he held to have been 
highly creditable— Indeed, no other country 
sinilhirly situated as to population, aru;i 
and geographical eoadltlous under the IJrit 
ish bag had done so uinch in the way ol 
bringing in railways to promote settlement 
aud make latent resources contribute to 
Hie wealth uud piosperlty of the eoiumu 
nity. The opposition were now quite agreed 
that the railways that had been built were 
for the best Interest of the provluce — or nt 
least they knew that It would be fatal to 
their chances to dispute tlie patent fact— 
aud KO they contoited themselves by say- 
ing that while the railways were essential 
to the progress of tiii' province, tlie bar- 
galas that had been made with their build- 
ers had not been tlie very best that conld 
have been made had tiie government waited 
a little. They would lead the iiublic ti 
believe. If they could, that it was tiie easl 
est matter lu the world to induce capital- 
ists to put their money into railway pro- 
jects for the opening up of sections of the 
country, the resources of wbicli— no matter 
how sanguine Uritlsh Columbians were 
with regard to them— were decidedly 
problematical until the railways permltt 
of their development. Capitalists eager 
build railways lu a new and ciunpiiriilively 
unknown cinintry wen- not as tlilek 
blackberries in .Inly, and as an Illustration 
of the dliriciiitles experlenceil In securing 
railway investment, iie Instanced the his- 
tory of the Island road. Long before the 
mutter of Its construction was takeu In 
tand by the lute Hon. Uobert Uunsmulr, 
a number of other residents of tlie jirov 
Ince, In conjunctlou with ri'presentatlve 
Californians, succceeded lu securing tbe 
passiige of u measure known as tiie Clem 
«iits 1)111, by whleii iiillnltoly iiiori' e.Mon 
.sive privileges were obtained liiiin wen 
cunlaiiieii in lliC" net under whicii tlie roaii 
was Uually constructed. The ciaiipanv re 
celved some ,'!00,UUO acres more of "ioiid 
and there was no provision In ilie iliaite: 
by which they were bound to sell at am 
low or ll.iced price to settic'ry upon the land'; 
SO granted— the Dunsnttilr charter sllpiilat- 
Ing on a price of Jl per acre for ii stated 
period after the passage of the grant. So 
Hoon as the (Elements charter wiis si'cnri'd, 
the geiitleineii interested In It went lo tiie 
moneyed men of F.niope and Aiiierlea. Inil 
could llnil none iiiiioiig llieni wiio wonici 
lake up the sehenii', and were linail 
obliged to iionniTon rnefr rnTTeavors an 
surrender their deposit of .^l.^i.Oilll. Tills 
mutter was Instiinced merely lo show the 
4lifflcultics In till- way of Interesting cniil- 
tay In tho development of Hiw.dlous of the 
CfiTintry whlcii, n,) matter how promising, 
wore nevertheless reg.irded ns rlskv specii- 
latlous. It WHS for this reason tloit hotter 
terms were of iieci'sslty glviii sonietinies 
to railway iironinlers tb'ui tile siii)s-'i|uent 
sliowliigs of the country would seem t( 
iiave deinanded.'riie iiistory of the HC'Veral 
assisted roads la the country, and the" urg 
I'licy thilt jirompted their cons! met ion W("ri 
traced, .ind Ihe .Sliuswap i)kiiiiiij;an ;ir 
rangemeiil described.

This 
iucroasL's the extent of the blocktule fully 
fourfold, it liiiviiiy beeis coiiliued, liereto- 
f(j-re, to a stretch ot .it little luoru than 
100 miles on thc. nok'tli and tlic . single 
poi-t of OieiiCueisos' on the BOUtliiCbast .oC 
the island, The demand upon the navy 
ill the way ot sliips to patrol the coas^ 
however, will not bo uciirly so heavy in 
proportion to the territory to be covered 
lis iu the case of tho initial lilocliiido, foe 
tJie reason that the- new blockaded coast 
lino lio.s eiiLiru'Iy witliin tho bight on the 
Kontli Cuban coast in wUicli tlte water is 
geiieiiilly shaUo-w and the ports are few 
into which a vessel of any draft could en- 
ter.

Aiuoiife'st the many iuun'ovomciits 
which have Uceu effected in the physical 
appearance of Tlctorla during tlio past 
few yoai-8 uone biive been more urgently 
rocjuirod or iiiort' tittiiig and coninien- 
Buratc withL.tho growiu;; iiuportauco oi 
the Gapltal o£ British Columbia, thau 
the erection of new postal o'fllccs for the 
trausjiotioii of the city's biisinesH. A 
Colonist representative ye-stordiiy called 
on PostuuLster Shukcspoare, who kindly 
accompanied him over the new edifice 
and explained tlie many couvonieuecs 
connecte<l with tlie pro^wsed modus oiwr- 
andi. 'I'he posUuasLer expeeLs to get 
everytliiiife' in working order at the new 
centre by Ube lirst week iii July. The 
completion of the works lias it api>ears 
beeu unavoidnbly debiyed owing to the 
non-arrival of various iuteriiat fittiugs 
which were ordered from the iOast, but 
these arc now praetically all in place and 
no furtlicr delay need be occasioned. 
Mr. Shakespeare is luiturally well pleased 
with the eUauge oC location. The pres- 
ent ollioc, in uddiLion to being too small, 
is too close to the level of the street and 
is not licalUiy for the employees. In 
the new (luiirters ample space is one of 
the chief features, combined with good 
drainage, more modern apparatus for dis- 
cliargiug the work and more light. These 
axe the prdmineut; points. 

The new building combines within its 
total area, not oaly the posal department, 
but also the savings bank, custom lunise 
hcitd otUccs, these of course do not in- 
trude in any way Uio one on the other, 
but are novortlieloss in convenient prox- 
imity which will he duly appreciated. 
The Domiuiou government architect at 
Otttiwa who was ontrusteil with the de- 
sign of tlic Victoria building, has pro- 
duced a duplicate as near as possible of 
the staailiiid government oUice of tliis 
kind. It might not be called iirehitectur- 
ally beautiful from an external point of 
view, but Uiis defect if sucli it; bo deemed 
is more than comi>eusated for by the ex- 
cellence of the internal arrangements, 
which are of a most up-to-date character 
Throughout. Worlc was commenced 
about three years ago on the new pile,, 
and it Las been a long and patient wait 
on completion. 

The building has a frontage of about 
100 feet on Government street over- 
looking the James Bay bridge. It is of 
stone of substantial foundation and is 
four stories in height, with a basement. 
Ebctemally it prosent.s a buttressed ap- 
peaxance, facing to thi.' east \vith mans- 
ard roof and lit by stiuare lights on tlie 
grouped principle. Tin,' public e-itrances 
aro on the angle at each front corner iind 
ore led up to by wide stone staircases. 
The posting oul.s'ide boxes are in the cen- 
tre? in front, being conspicuous by the 
large brass plate facing up the front. On 
enteruig at either side you find yourself 
in a largo airy vestibule, which contains 
the saircaso leading up above and alss 
the passenger elevator on the east side. 
Passing through tlic swing doors you en- 
t<!r the general oQlcc, which extends tlie 
•whole length of the front ot the building. 
Here, in the centre section, are locate<l 
the private . boxes, 690 in number, all 
«a8lly Accessible, whilst subdividing thcin 
again Into sections ns It were, are the 
private inquiry, geiier.al delivery olllce, 
witii two window.s, posting boxes and 
stamp pnrcbasc office. The whole face 
of these various departments so to speak, 
Is surmounted by a most tirtistic and 
ornate, carved and panelled topiiing, the 
effect being beighteiied by the row of 
■fr.iicy designed and colored glass patterns 
let in, forming part of the iMnolling. The 
•elcttric light is festooned and installed 
throughout, the whole compartment of 
most imposing extent witli its plaster 
walls, broiix(Hl boating fixtures and ornu- 
meutjil awd variiislied diagonally laid 
wooden ceiling, constructed on th 
stjuiires principle, will when illuininated 
at night look exceedingly .well. On the 
James Bay side of the public oUleo is the 
door leading into tlie money order and 
roglsteixMl l-ettor 'department There is 
no cntnipeJ .space noticeable here and 
every convenience is about which the 
public appreciate in transacting tliis 
f&rm of baslnosrf. The postmaster's pri- 
vate room lies right behind the money 
order ollice and it is commodious and well 
appointed for his particular work. It is 
in direct comuuinication with the west 
vestibule and tJie main working oflice. 
This latter is of course riglit behind the 
general or public ollice. Here the great 
brunt of the postollice W(n-k is carried 
out. The mails arrive and depart frcjni 
this point. The aiward mails are hoist- 
ed by elevator (not yet installed) from 
tho basoinent, where they are dumpe<l 
on to tlie preliminary sorting table 
thence on to the stamping tallies and so 
on to the private boxes and general de- 
livery department, where ' the postmen 
!!crt them into Uie various circuits. Tliis 
tlepartment is Avell lighted naturally and 
.nrtilieally and is provided with every 
(1 evict! for speedily conducting the work. 
'J'hc telephone is in evidence in all the 
principal offices, 

The basement embraces the whole area 
of the main building and contains the 
storerooms, boiler department, lavatories, 
etc. it is concrcled underfoot. tli( 
walls plastered and it is well lighlcl 
throughout. The letter <'arriers haie ii 
private room here furnislietl with cup 
boards for their own convenience, with 
locks luid key.s. The lavatories are well 
found and duo regard has be<'n paid to 
lh<: .sanitary arraiigenient.s. The wlio'e 
structure will be heated by hot air, goner 
atcd from four Oxford type boilers built 
by I he Guriiey Couipaiiy, Toronto, and 
having connection wit.h every room 
througbnut the building. The mails ar 
rive and depart from the back, where 
thoy are transferred to and from the 
oilico through a large window built in the 
basenieut for that purpose, the elevator 
tjiking thorn up to the sorting room 
above. Here also are tlie public post 
boxes, leading down from the front 
street. Some cnlorprising people, .have 
aJtcady been posting letters' here in mis 
take. 

The new buildltig is plentifully sup 
piled with fire-extinguishing apparatus in 
case of necessity should It over arise, 
and while thus completing a doseriptioM 
of it tlioro r^jiily remains to bo said that 
it in every way is a distinct credit to the 
designer and those entrusted with the 
carrying out of the work and likowMse 
to the city in which it has been erected 

It should bo iiieiitioni^l that a new sys 
1cm will be iiiaiigiirated after July 3, ia 
rofcreiico to the delivery service, and 
while ;i now departure It is a good one, 
iiiiicine and will he largely taken advan- 
tage of. A letter can after that date 
be pasted at .any of tlie olllees in the
